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ABSTRACT. The species names Exochomus minu- 
tus Gordon, 1974, Zenoria peruviana Gordon, 1972, 
Scymnus simulans Gordon, 1976, Scymnus triangularis 
Gordon, 2001, Scymnus hamatus Gordon, 2001, Scym- 
nus klapperichi Pang et Gordon, 1986, Scymnus dubius 
(Weise, 1929) and Scymnus brunneus (Fürsch, 1997) 
have proved to be preoccupied. In present contribution 
the new replacement names for the above mentioned
